Front  cover  illustration 

The  silver  gilt  badge  of  Charles  I  and  Henrietta  Maria  illustrated  on  the  front 
cover  was  evidently  intended  to  be  worn  about  the  person  of  friends  or  partisans  of 
the  monarch.  There  are  many  different  examples  of  these  Royalist  badges  which  vary 
greatly  in  size,  style  and  workmanship. 

The  specimen  illustrated  (which  is  listed  as  item  U  280)  is  by  Thomas  Rawlins, 
a  highly  skilled  medalist  and  coin-engraver  who  served  both  Charles  I  and  Charles  II 
and  who  produced  a  great  number  of  these  badges  for  both  monarchs. 

They  are  very  individualistic  and  most  attractive  items  and  still  reasonably  inex¬ 
pensive  when  compared  to  coinage  of  the  same  period. 
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DEFINITION  OF  THE  BYZANTINE 
HALF-FOLLES  OF  MAURICE 

By  Harlan  J.  Blrk 

David  Sear,  in  his  Byzantine  Coins  and  their  Values  (Seaby,  1974),  says  of  the 
bronze  halt-folles  ol  the  Emperor  Maurice,  “There  seems  little  doubt  that  some  of 
these  half -folles,  from  the  first  and  second  officinae ,  were  struck  at  Nicomedia  and 
Cyzicus  as  well  as  Constantinople.  However,  as  they  do  not  bear  mint  marks,  and 
no  really  satisfactory  method  of  differentiation  has  yet  been  devised,  it  has  been 
thought  best  to  list  them  all  together  under  Constantinople  for  the  time  being”  (nos. 
496  &  497).  I  have,  what  1  believe  to  be,  a  satisfactory  method  of  differentiation. 
There  are  definite  diagnostic  points  of  style  that  clearly  set  the  mints  apart.

Cyzicus 

The  style  of  the  Cyzicus  mint  (is  the  furthest  from)  that  of  Constantinople.  The 
diagnostic  characteristics  that  set  these  coins  apart  are  a  circular  head  with  raised 
dot  eyes  and  a  triangular  neck  upon  which  the  head  is  mounted.  On  EF  coins  the 
neck  has  an  undulating  surface  which  resembles  muscle  or  flesh.  To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  this  is  the  only  instance  in  Byzantine  AL  coinage  where  this  characteristic 
exists.  The  last  diagnostic  trait  is  a  triangular  void  that  exists  below  the  neck  and 
above  where  the  armoured  body  begins. 


brows,  bulging  eyes,  and  an  evident  nose  with  heavy,  thick,  protruding  lips.  Another 
feature  of  the  mint’s  products  that  is  only  hinted  at  is  a  sense  that  the  right  shoulder 
facing  the  viewer  seems  to  turn  out  toward  him  (or  her).  Also  there  is  a  slight  left 
turn  of  the  head  toward  the  shoulder  which  strengthens  the  whole  effect. 

Constantinople  products  show  none  of  the  variant  characteristics  which  set  it 
apart  from  Cyzicus  and  Nicomedia,  or  perhaps  we  should  say  that  Constantinople 
is  the  standard  from  which  the  others  vary.  Constantinople  is  everything  straight 
down  the  line,  sterile  and  perfectly  standard,  the  man  in  the  Grey  Flannel  Armour. 

The  only  point  where  these  characteristics  seem  to  lose  their  definition  is  in  the 
years  20-21  where  Maurice  is  usually  depicted  in  consular  robes. 
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THE  BOLOGNINO 

By  The  Rev.  Richard  Plant 


This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  European  mediaeval  coins,  coming  in  two 
sizes  of  silver,  the  smaller  “Bolognino  piccolo”,  and  the  larger  “Bolognino  grosso”. 
The  denomination  is  named  Bolognino  after  its  city  of  origin,  Bologna,  in  northern 
Italy.  It  is  interesting  for  two  reasons.  , 

Firstly,  the  way  in  which  the  legend  is  written.  This  differs  markedly  from  those 
Italian  states  where  the  initial  letter  of  the  city  is  placed  in  the  centre — as  with  the 
S  of  Siena,  and  the  P  of  Perugia.  Here,  the  final  letter  is  in  the  centre.  On  the  reverse 
the  Latin  name  of  Bologna,  “Bononia”,  is  written  round  the  margin  in  three  groups 
of  two  letters  each — bo  no  ni,  with  the  final  a  in  the  centre  surrounded  by  four  dots. 
This  way  of  writing  the  legend  marks  the  “bolognino”  and  is  found  on  the  bologninos 
of  neighbouring  cities  such  as  Ancona;  though,  later,  the  word  was  used  simply  of  a 
denomination  as  such  without  any  reference  to  the  design — thus  in  the  18th  century, 
when  Bologna  was  a  Papal  mint,  80  to  108  bolognini  equalled  one  scudo. 

The  other  interesting  aspect  of  this  coin  is  the  obverse.  Here  we  find  the  name  of 
the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  Henry  VI,  1190-1197  a.d.  This  is  written  as — round  the 
margin  enricus,  and,  in  the  centre,  i.p.r.t.  with  a  final  dot  in  the  centre,  the  dots 
standing  for  the  letters  m  e  a  o  and  r,  making  up  the  word  “Emperor”  in  its  Latin 
form  IMPERATOR. 


The  fact  of  Henry’s  name  being  on  the  coin  does  not  limit  it  to  this  ruler’s  dates ; 
it  rather  commemorates  the  fact  that  it  was  Henry  VI  who  first  granted  Bologna 
minting  rights — in  a  similar  way  Genoa  was  to  honour  Conrad  III,  1138-52,  until 
the  17th  century,  and  in  the  East,  Patiala  was  to  go  on  for  many  years  striking  coins 
marking  the  4th  regnal  year  of  Ahmad  Shah  Durrani.  Actually  this  type  of  Bologna 
dates  from  between  1191  and  1337  after  which  the  mint  was  taken  over  and  used  by 
Taddeo  Pepoli.  Henry  VI  was  the  jailor  of  Richard  the  Lion-heart.  Though  Richard 
was  captured  by  Leopold  of  Austria,  Henry  forced  Leopold  to  hand  over  his  prisoner. 
Richard  was  compelled  to  purchase  his  release  by  the  payment  of  a  huge  ransom,  and 
also  by  doing  homage  to  the  Emperor  for  the  kingdom  of  England. 

In  mediaeval  times  Bologna  was  famous  for  its  university,  and  later  coins  of  the 
city  give  the  city  motto  as  bononia  docet,  “Bologna  teaches”,  in  reference  to  the 
university.

VICTORIAN  “GODLESS”  AND  “GOTHIC” 

TYPE  FLORINS 

By  M.  J.  Dickinson 


The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  add  a  few  notes  to  those  in  the  standard  work  on 
this  series  of  coins,  The  English  Silver  Coinage  from  1649,  by  H.  A.  Seaby  and  P.  A. 
Rayner;  also  to  air  some  new  thoughts  on  the  rarity  of  many  of  the  coins,  in  the 
light  of  recent  experience. 

The  summary  at  the  end  includes  all  new  information  on  the  series  that  is  known 
to  me,  and  all  alterations  to  “E.S.C.”  that  I  think  can  be  considered  definite.  In  a 
later  article  I  aim  to  clarify  the  status  of  several  other  “Gothic”  pieces. 

V“Gothic”  type  B'  (1851  to  1863) 

An  unfortunate  oversight  in  the  third  edition  (1968)  of  E.S.C.,  carried  forward 
to  the  current  fourth  edition  (1974),  was  the  assumption  of  the  existence  of  a  stop 
after  the  date  letters  on  coins  of  1854  to  1858  inclusive.  As  far  as  I  am  aware,  no 
coins  (including  proofs)  exist  of  these  years  with  a  stop  after  date.  I  would  be  interes¬ 
ted  to  hear  from  anyone  who  can  prove  me  wrong,  or  tell  me  of  the  whereabouts  of 
specimens  of  1852  without  stop  (E.S.C. — ;  M.C.E.  1228'),  and  specimens  of  1853 
with  stop  (E.S.C.  807b). 

Florins  of  1851 — certainly  the  most  elusive  date  in  the  series — also  pose  a  question 
to  the  present  writer.  Were  any  really  struck  for  circulation,  i.e.  not  to  proof  standard  ? 
Mr.  E.  Bell,  a  collector  of  “Gothics”  for  many  years,  has  seen  two  proofs  of  this  date, 
but  never  an  ordinary  specimen. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Dyer,  Curator  of  the  Royal  Mint  collection,  informed  me  that  no 
“Gothic”  type  florins  were  struck  for  circulation  until  the  summer  of  1852,  the 
Royal  Proclamation  making  them  current  having  been  issued  only  on  5th  March  of 
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the  same  year.  Thanks  to  his  researches,  I  am  able  to  say  here  for  the  first  time  that 
the  1,540  coins  of  this  denomination  usually  reported  for  1851  were,  in  fact,  all 
“Godless”  type  coins  dated  (and  minted  in)  1849. 

However,  while  it  can  now  be  considered  highly  unlikely  that  any  1851 -dated 
florins  were  struck  for  circulation ,  I  feel  judgement  should  be  reserved  for  the  time 
being  on  whether  any  were  struck  to  non-proof  standard :  compare,  for  example,  the 
extremely  rare  non-proof  halfcrown  of  1839,  E.S.C.  872,  a  specimen  of  which  was 
advertised  for  sale  in  the  Bulletin  for  November,  1975  (TC259). 

The  1852  “overdate”  variety  (E.S.C.  807a)  is  much  less  rare  than  was  at  first 
thought.  I  do  not  consider  its  rating  to  be  worthy  of  higher  than  R1  (=  very  rare); 
possibly  this,  in  time,  will  prove  too  generous  for  the  coin.  It  is,  however,  an  interest¬ 
ing  piece,  one  of  only  two  altered  dates  recorded  (so  far!)  for  the  “Gothic”  series. 
The  description  given  for  this  variety  is  inaccurate.  Simply,  the  second  i  in  the  date 
is  over  a  stop :  it  is  in  slightly  lower  relief  than  the  preceding  date  letters,  and  the 
stop  is  visible  to  the  right  of  the  upright  of  the  i  on  the  curve  at  the  base  of  the  letter. 
It  is  possible  that  more  than  one  1851  die  may  have  been  altered. 

M.C.E.1  records  a  variety  for  1862  with  a  colon  instead  of  a  stop  after  tint.  Mr. 
Dyer  showed  me  two  beautiful  proofs  of  this  date  with  milled  edges  (thus  unrecorded) 
in  the  Royal  Mint  collection  which  exhibit  very  faint  traces  of  the  upper  stop  of  a 
colon  after  tint.  It  seems  to  me  decidedly  odd  that  there  should  have  been  a  deliberate 
change  of  punctuation  at  this  point  for  this  year  only,  and  my  conclusion  is  that 
probably  all  florins  of  this  date  were  struck  from  obverse  dies  made  from  an  imperfect 
punch.  Traces  of  the  upper  stop  of  the  colon  would  thus  be  detectable  only  on  really 
well  preserved  specimens. 

Type  B 1  (1864  to  1867) 

A  variety  not  listed  in  E.S.C.  is  the  1867  coin  with  a  colon  after  date.  Although 
recorded  in  M.C.E.  (no.  1245),  this  is  also  not  known  to  me. 

Type  B:i  (1867  to  1879) 

The  British  Museum  has  a  beautiful  specimen  of  1870  which,  I  am  convinced, 
is  a  proof. 

The  second  altered  date  variety  occurs  with  this  type,  in  1874  (E.S.C.  843a). 
Mr.  R.  Shuttlewood  sold  me  an  example  of  this  coin  with  die  no.  30,  considerably 
rarer  than  the  only  other  known  die  for  this  variety,  no.  29. 


Types  B*  and  B 5/6  (1877  to  1879) 

It  is  likely  that  a  descriptive  error  regarding  a  stop  after  date  has  also  been  made 
for  the  1877  coin  of  type  B:>,  i.e.  with  42  arcs,  without  WW.  However,  this  time  it  is 
the  other  way  round.  I  have  seen  several  examples  of  E.S.C.  848a — with  a  stop — but 
never  E.S.C.  848,  without  a  stop.  In  any  case,  E.S.C.  848a  is  the  more  common,  not 
worthy  of  a  higher  rating  than  a  single  R  (  rare);  furthermore,  it  is  the  only  variety 
with  42  arcs  recorded  for  1877  in  M.C.E.  The  maximum  die  no.  68  noted  at  E.S.C. 
848  will  thus  apply  to  E.S.C.  848a. 

Mr.  S.  Alexander  of  New  Jersey  kindly  sent  me  an  example  of  this  coin  without 
a  die  number:  its  condition  is  good  enough  to  exclude  doubt  of  its  authenticity. 
More  recently,  Mr.  K.  Wiles  showed  me  another.  These  arc  thus  examples  of  type 
B5/6,  and  1877  is  the  second  date  to  be  recorded  for  the  type,  the  other  being  1879. 


Type  B 6  (1879) 

In  Coins  and  Medals ,  Jan.  1968,  David  Sealy  describes  a  variety  of  this  type  with 
an  obverse  legend  reading  lirilt  instead  of  britt.  The  coin  on  which  this  variety  was 
noted  is  illustrated,  but  it  is  not  a  well-preserved  specimen.  A  study  of  the  “VIC- 
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TOEIA”  farthing  of  1856  by  P.  P.  Gaspar  and  J.  A.  Haxby2  showed  that  the  letter  E 
was  punched  individually  into  a  die  on  which  the  correct  R  was  weak.  Instead  of 
being  repaired  with  a  letter  R  punch,  an  E  was  used  in  error.  A  similar  mistake  would 
appear  to  have  been  made  on  this  florin,  but  I  hesitate  to  record  the  coin  without  sight 
of  a  good  specimen.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  somewhere  in  a  collection  today  is 
an  EF  example  ? 


Types  £3/8  (1880)  and  B«  (1880  to  1887) 

Without  having  known  examples  of  types  B3  and  B-  to  hand,  it  is  difficult  for  the 
inexperienced  collector  to  distinguish  between  the  two  types  of  florins  for  the  year 
1880  (E.S.C.  854  and  854a).  Therefore  it  seems  to  me  to  be  useful  to  set  out  here 
two  of  the  chief  differences  between  the  portraits  used,  in  order  to  help  identification : 

1 .  On  the  Maltese-type  cross  in  the  centre  of  the  crown,  there  is  a  central  group 
of  jewels.  This  group  totals  eight  on  type  B3/8  (Fig.  1.),  but  only  seven  on  type 
Bs  (Fig.  2.). 

2.  More  of  the  queen’s  ear  is  visible  on  type  B8. 

(The  remarks  made  here  for  type  B3/8  also  apply  for  types  B3,  B1,  B5,  B5/0,  B6,  B7 
and  B\) 

I  cannot  at  present  offer  any  definite  new  ideas  on  the  rarity  of  these  tw7o  1880 
coins,  although  I  feel  that  type  B3/8  may  not  prove  to  be  quite  as  rare  as  originally 
thought. 

Regarding  the  final  year  of  “Gothics”,  1887,  I  would  like  to  hear  from  owners 
of  specimens  of  type  B8  for  this  year  (E.S.C.  865).  All  examples  known  to  me  are  of 
type  B9  (E.S.C.  866),  including  the  “Gothic”  of  this  year  together  with  the  two  sur¬ 
viving  punches  in  the  Royal  Mint  collection. 


Type  B»  (1887) 

The  description  given  of  this  coin  (E.S.C.  866)  is  erroneous.  In  fact  there  is  no 
W.W.  on  the  coin,  and  “earlier  portrait”  is  surely  a  better  comment  in  the  “variety” 
column. 


All  these  alterations  and  additions  to  E.S.C.,  together  with  others,  are  listed 
below.

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NEW  APPOINTMENT  AT  BRITISH  MUSEUM 

We  offer  our  congratulations  to  R.  A.  G.  Carson,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  deputy  Keeper  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum,  who  takes  over  as  Keeper  on  July  1st 
on  the  retirement  of  Kenneth  Jenkins. 

Robert  Carson,  60,  who  served  in  the  Royal  Artillery  during  the  war,  joined  the  Department 
as  an  Assistant  Keeper  in  1947.  He  is  now  one  of  the  world’s  leading  authorities  on  Roman 
coins,  and  has  authored  or  co-authored  numerous  papers  and  books  dealing  with  Roman  coin¬ 
age  and  was  the  recipient  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society’s  Huntingdon  Medal  in  1977.

His  first  major  problem  as  Keeper  will  be  to  oversee  the  re-housing  of  the  entire  collection 
and  the  structural  alterations  to  the  department,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  allow  more  room  for 
students.  In  the  short  term,  however,  these  changes  will  effectively  close  the  coin  room  to  the 
public  for  almost  six  months. 

His  future  plans  include  the  publication  of  British  Museum  Catalogue  of  Roman  Coins, 
volume  seven,  which  will  complete  the  cataloguing  of  the  collection  up  to  a.d.  254,  and  in 
continuing  to  encourage  the  acquisition  of  outstanding  medals  by  contemporary  artists.  He 
believes  that  failure  to  do  so  now  might  bring  some  reproach  from  future  generations  of 
students.  The  department  is  already  putting  together  an  exhibition,  scheduled  for  1979,  entitled 
“The  Art  of  the  Medal”  and  a  further  exhibition  in  1981  will  feature  coins  of  the  ancient  World. 

We  wish  Kenneth  Jenkins  a  long  and  fruitful  retirement  and  also  take  this  opportunity  to 
convey  our  grateful  thanks  for  his  many  kindnesses  in  allowing  us  to  photograph  coins  for  our 
various  publications.  Without  this  access  to  the  coins  some  of  our  books  could  not  have  been 
written  and  others,  certainly,  would  be  poorly  illustrated. 


EDWARD  THURLOW:  ADVOCATE

I  believe  it  is  generally  accepted  in  legal  circles  that  the  greatest  courtroom  advo¬ 
cate  this  country  has  known  was  Sir  Edward  Marshall  Hall.  But  he  was  not  alone.  In 
the  first  quarter  of  this  century  there  were  giants  at  the  English  Bar  and  our  older 
readers  will  recall  such  names  as  Sir  Patrick,  Hastings  Sir  Norman  Birkett,  Sir 
Henry  Curtis  Bennett,  Sir  Edward  Carson  and  F.  E.  Smith,  the  redoubtable  Lord 
Birkenhead.  All  these  men  made  their  mark  by  the  exploitation  of  the  gift  of  speech, 
coupled  with  a  fine  appearance  and  charm  of  manner.  In  the  eighteenth  century  the 
same  could  have  been  said  of  Edward  Thurlow,  who,  no  doubt  as  a  young  man,  was 
a  brilliant  advocate.  But  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  tactics  these  men  used  would 
today  influence  a  jury  to  acquit  a  prisoner.  Standards  of  courtroom  technique  have 
changed. 

There  is  a  token  or  medalet  in  both  white  metal  and  copper  which  bears  the 
name  “Edw.  Lord  Thurlow  1789”  and  has  a  bust  facing  left.  On  the  reverse  the 
words  “When  we  forget  him  may  God  forget  us.  Thurlow.  Restored  to  Health, 
March  1789.”  The  copper  issue  has  a  different  reverse  which  includes  the  words 
“The  Supporter  of  the  Constitution  of  Old  England.”  The  “restoration  to  health” 
refers  to  the  recovery  of  George  III  from  his  mental  illness. 

Edward  Thurlow  was  born  at  the  rectory  of  Great  Ashfield,  Suffolk  in  1732. 
He  was  educated  at  Cambridge  and  whilst  studying  law  had  as  his  colleague  the 
future  poet  William  Cowper  with  whom  in  later  life  he  kept  up  a  correspondence. 
He  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1754  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  attained  a  high 
reputation  in  his  profession  and  in  1761  became  a  K.C.  He  entered  Parliament  in 
1768  for  the  constituency  of  Tamworth  and  became  a  strong  supporter  of  Lord 
North’s  administration,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  policy  pursued  towards  the 
American  Colonies.  This  conduct  brought  him  the  favour  of  George  III  who  for 
the  next  20  years  showed  considerable  personal  regard  for  him.  Thurlow  became 
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Solicitor  General  in  1770,  Attorney  General  1771  and  Lord  Chancellor  1778,  being 
raised  to  the  peerage  as  Baron  Thurlow.  He  held  the  Great  Seal  throughout  the 
term  of  the  North  ministry  and  in  accordance  with  the  King’s  special  desire  was 
allowed  to  retain  it  in  the  next  administration,  that  of  Rockingham.  On  the  death  of 
the  latter  in  1782,  Fox  and  North  formed  a  coalition  and  despite  the  King’s  wishes, 
Thurlow  had  to  resign,  but  was  still  regarded  by  the  king  as  his  confidential  advisor 
and  in  1783  the  Great  Seal  was  restored  to  him  by  Pitt.  He  was  still  in  office  when 
in  1788  the  King’s  mental  breakdown  made  it  necessary  to  consider  the  formation 
of  a  regency.  Pitt  suspected  Thurlow  of  intriguing  with  the  Prince  of  Wales  and 
from  this  time  an  open  disagreement  took  place  between  them.  Eventually  in  1792 
Pitt  informed  the  King,  who  had  recovered  from  his  mental  illness  in  1789,  that 
either  himself  or  Lord  Thurlow  must  retire,  whereupon  the  King  intimated  to 
Thurlow  that  the  Great  Seal  must  pass  into  other  hands.  Thurlow  had  relied  on  the 
King’s  friendship  and  was  astounded  at  this  communication  and  declared  that  “no 
man  had  a  right  to  treat  another  as  the  King  had  treated  him.”  He  retired  from 
public  life  but  from  time  to  time  was  consulted  on  legal  business  by  members  of  the 
Royal  Family. 

His  reputation  appears  to  be  that  of  a  servile  flatterer  of  George  III,  a  bad 
tempered,  brow-beating  lawyer,  an  opponent  of  reform  and  one  who  held  high 
office  by  trimming  and  twisting.  He  died  at  Brighton  in  1806. 

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED  &  BOOK  REVIEWS 

Oriental  Coins  and  their  Values;  The  World  of  Islam.  By  Michael  Mitchiner.  512  pages, 
over  4000  coins  illustrated,  5  maps.  (We  can  supply  price  £25.00:  £26.25  or  $47  including 
postage  and  packing). 

The  new  book  by  Dr.  Mitchiner,  published  at  the  end  of  last  year,  is  an  intriguing  compen¬ 
dium  of  the  coinage  of  the  Muslim  States.  It  depicts  clearly  and  concisely  the  expansion  of 
Islam  from  the  Arabian  peninsula,  and  outlines  the  rise,  development  and  decline  of  the 
various  states  and  dynasties  over  a  territory  stretching  from  Spain  to  China.  Islam  is  one  of 
the  great  vital  forces  in  the  modern  world,  with  a  rich  heritage  of  a  glorious  past.  It  is  recognised 
that  the  developments  and  great  changes  in  the  recent  decades  have  led  in  the  west  to  a  mounting 
interest  in  the  Muslim  peoples  and  their  history.  In  the  field  of  Islamic  numismatics  there 
have  been  exceptional  catalogues  published  of  the  great  national  collections  kept  in  London, 
Istanbul,  Paris,  Berlin,  Leningrad  and  in  the  museums  of  India.  The  information  contained 
in  them  has  been  adequately  supplemented  by  scholarly  monographs,  such  as  those  published 
in  this  country  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  in  addition  to  hundreds  of  erudite 
articles  in  all  languages  published  during  the  past  century.  Just  a  few  years  ago  the  Rev.  Plant 
wrote  a  significant  guide  to  the  reading  of  Arabic  coins  which  gave  a  new  impetus  to  the  study 
of  the  ancient,  medieval  and  modern  coinage  in  this  category.  It  is  therefore  most  noteworthy 
to  announce  the  availability  of  a  profusely  illustrated  handbook  for  interested  collectors  from 
which  can  be  learnt  a  considerable  amount  of  information  about  the  coins  and  their  inscrip¬ 
tions,  and  to  be  able  to  put  to  a  practical  test  much  of  the  knowledge  gleaned  from  Plant’s 
provocative  book.  There  is  little  reason  to  doubt  that  in  a  short  period  of  time  at  minimum 
expense,  a  good  representative  collection  of  Islamic  coins  can  be  acquired  because  many 
reputable  dealers  who  now  offer  the  material  regularly,  will  continue  to  do  so  most  actively, 
as  they  become  aware  of  the  general  availability  of  this  exceptional  book.  Incidentally  the 
author  states  that  all  the  coins  described  have  been  acquired  in  recent  years,  and  that  no  less 
than  4000  belonging  to  the  author  were  obtained  in  the  London  area.  Compared  with  ancient 
numismatics,  Muslim  mintage  is  poor  because  of  the  representation  of  figures — which  has 
added  greatly  to  our  knowledge  of  the  institutions  and  cults  of  the  ancient  world — is  not 
permitted  by  Islam.  It  is  however  informative  in  certain  aspects  of  political  and  of  course 
economic  history.  Often  the  variations  in  the  types  and  legends  may  reveal  the  religious 
leanings  of  a  dynasty.  A  brief  study  of  Mitchiner’s  work  shows  how  useful  the  coins  have  been 
for  the  reconstruction  of  dynastic  succession,  and  for  certain  periods  where  the  chronicles  are 
silent,  the  research  into  this  field  of  numismatics  could  become  a  most  rewarding  field  for 
research. 

In  the  preface,  the  author  calls  his  work  a  “survey”  which  is  indeed  true — an  excellent 
cross-section!  Its  value  is  enhanced  by  the  inclusion  of  some  recent  hoards  poorly  represented 
in  the  major  catalogues,  and  by  the  list  of  over  twelve  hundred  mint  place  names,  nearly  five 
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hundred  of  which  can  be  read  on  the  specimens  illustrated  and  described.  The  8000  photos 
are  in  natural  size,  and  the  weights  in  grammes  with  an  indication  of  the  values  of  most 
specimens  are  given  in  the  appendix.  A  neat  form  of  Arabic  calligraphy  (not  type-face)  has 
been  used  in  the  text  for  place  names  and  portions  of  inscriptions,  accompanied  by  a  translation 
beside  each  coin  photo,  which  is  most  valuable  for  identification  purposes  and  close  study. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  accurate  historical  information,  lists  of  rulers  (in  praiseworthy 
transliteration),  and  a  good  bibliography  with  a  few  maps  taken  from  Zambauer’s  work.  A  list 
of  titles  adopted  by  ruler,  and  regal  titles  are  included.  The  scope  of  this  work  is  too  self 
evident  to  require  much  more  comment  or  commendation,  but  in  brief  the  following  dynasties 
are  dealt  with  in  profuse  detail,  with  an  extraordinary  mastery  of  the  subject: 

The  Four  Rashidun  Caliphs,  the  expansion  in  the  east  and  west  in  the  Ummayad  Period. 

The  Abbasid  Caliphate  and  adminstrated  provinces  during  Harun  al-Rashid’s  reign. 

The  Tahirids,  Ikshidids,  Hamdanids,  Saffarids  and  Tulunids. 

The  Farimid  Caliphate  of  Egypt. 

Buwayhid  Dynasty  of  Iraq  and  Persia,  with  the  Muslim  East  on  the  eve  of  the  Crusades. 

The  Ghaznavids. 

Crusader’s  principalities,  Syria  &  Palestine,  and  the  Empire  of  Salah  al-Din. 

The  Ghirid  Empire  of  Afghanistan  and  North  India. 

The  Seljuqs  of  Asia  Minor  and  the  Mamluk  Sultanate. 

The  Spread  of  Islam  in  the  Indonesian  Archipelago. 

The  Empire  of  II  Khans  of  Persia. 

Sultanate  of  Delhi. 

Khalji  Dynasty  and  Tughluq  Dynasty  and  the  Sultanates  of  the  Deccan. 

The  Growth  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  Later  Timurid  period  and  Safawid  Persia. 

The  Mughla  Sultanate  of  Delhi  and  Empire. 

The  Middle  East  in  the  19th  and  20th  centuries. 

The  history  of  the  Islamic  World  is  as  necessary  to  our  education  today  as  is  an  outline 
knowledge  of  the  development  of  Greece  and  Rome,  and  it  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  Dr. 
Mitchiner  that  the  present  survey  of  the  coinage  has  been  made  available  for  the  non-specialist 
and  newcomer  to  this  vast  field  of  numismatics.  This  handbook  which  has  become  a  standard 
work  on  publication  is  most  welcome  and  is  strongly  recommended  by  this  reviewer. —

Monographs  on  Eastern  Coinage.  Coins  of  the  Sindhias  (Gwalior).  By  Jan  Lingen  & 
Kenneth  Wiggins.  104  pages,  1  map,  illustrations  in  text,  card  covers,  \2%"x8$".  (We  can 
supply  price  £12.50:  £13  or  $24  including  postage  and  packing ). 

An  outstanding  book  on  the  coinage  struck  in  the  Indian  Native  States.  Many  hundreds  of 
coins  struck  by  the  Sindhias  who  ruled  the  Indian  State  of  Gwalior  have  been  catalogued  by 
Jan  Lingen  and  Kenneth  Wiggins,  two  of  the  foremost  European  scholars  in  the  field  of  Indian 
Native  States’  coinage.  The  various  coin  issues  are  clearly  set  out  in  tabular  form,  with  detailed 
drawings  of  the  designs  and  of  the  various  symbols  that  help  to  distinguish  the  many  issues. 

This  is  the  first  detailed  description  of  coinage  struck  in  Gwalior  State  and  many  of  the 
issues  have  never  been  published  before.  The  coins  are  arranged  according  to  mints,  of  which 
over  twenty  are  defined,  and  each  section  of  the  catalogue  is  prefaced  by  a  discussion  of  the 
history  of  the  mint  and  of  its  coinage.  Much  of  the  material  in  the  various  historical  introduc¬ 
tions  has  been  gleaned  from  documents  in  contemporary  archives  and  in  the  annual  reports  of 
administrative  departments ;  documents  not  readily  accessible.  The  authors  have  amassed  a 
large  body  of  material  and  organised  it  into  a  work  of  reference  that  is  both  detailed  and  very 
easy  to  read. 

Boudica,  The  British  Revolt  against  Rome,  A.D.  60.  By  Graham  Webster,  152  pages,  16 
plates,  8  maps,  cloth  bound,  9£"x6J;".

Only  thrice  in  her  long  history  has  Britain  heard  the  tread  and  felt  the  yoke  of  a  foreign 
power.  The  last  time  was  in  1066;  previously  there  were  the  Saxon  invasions  of  the  5th  and  6th 
centuries,  and  before  that  a.d.  43.  The  British  revolt  against  Rome  in  A.D.  60  spearheaded  by 
Boudica  (in  Celtic  ‘Victoria’)  had  many  contributory  causes,  and  in  order  fully  to  understand 
the  situation  Dr.  Graham  Webster’s  new  book  begins  almost  a  century  and  a  half  earlier  about 
the  time  of  the  Belgic  migrations  which  resulted  in  the  first  gold  coins  being  struck  in  this 
country. 

In  describing  the  political  situation  of  the  various  British  tribes  up  to  the  time  of  Julius 
Caesar’s  visits  to  these  islands  in  55  and  54  b.c.,  the  period  between  54  b.c.  and  a.d.  43  which 
saw  the  steady  colonisation  of  Britain  and  her  expanding  trade  with  the  Roman  world,  and  the 
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events  leading  up  to  the  Boudican  revolt  of  a.d.  60,  the  author,  a  well-known  Roman  historian 
and  archaeologist,  has  made  full  use  of  the  extant  contemporary  sources  and  the  many  archaeo¬ 
logical  finds  which  help  to  illustrate  this  distant  but  vital  period  in  British  history.  The  most 
important  contemporary  source  is  of  course  the  coins,  and  here  the  author  leans  heavily  on  the 
published  research  of  the  late  Derek  Allen  and  the  meticulously  compiled  lists  of  find-spots. 

The  Atrebates  and  Regni  (south  of  the  Thames)  and  the  warlike  and  aggressive  Catuvellauni 
(north  of  the  Thames)  quickly  appreciated  the  benefits  which  trade  with  the  Roman  world 
could  bring  them,  not  only  in  terms  of  money  and  wealth  but  in  the  pleasures  of  life;  ample 
evidence  exists  that  they  quickly  acquired  a  taste  for  wine  which  was  imported  in  considerable 
quantities.  The  coins  of  these  two  tribes  also  show  a  rapid  change  from  types  of  purely  Celtic 
origin  to  those  indicating  a  strong  Roman  influence. 

What  went  wrong  with  this  apparently  happy  state  of  affairs  ?  The  reasons  for  the  Claudian 
campaign  leading  to  the  conquest  may  be  found  partly  in  the  complaints  by  Verica  to  Claudius 
that  he  had  been  driven  out  of  his  kingdom  by  the  Catuvellauni  under  Caratacus  and  required 
assistance,  also  in  the  fact  that  many  of  the  South  East  coast  ports  were  under  hostile  control 
with  an  adverse  effect  on  trade.  Possibly  the  underlying  influence  in  stirring  up  trouble  for  Rome 
came  from  the  Druidic  priesthood. 

The  valiant  campaign  of  Caratacus  ended  in  52  with  his  defeat  and  capture  but  not  without 
considerable  loss  and  damage  to  the  Roman  army  which  was  avenged  by  the  reduction  of  Wales 
and  Anglesea  (the  centre  of  Druidic  influence)  by  Suetonius  Paullinus,  a  particularly  hard  and 
uncompromising  soldier. 

This  strong  anti-Roman  feeling  was  not  helped  by  the  attitude  of  the  colonists  of  Camuo- 
dunum  (Colchester)  towards  the  people  of  the  Trinovantes  whose  lands  they  appopriated  and 
in  their  being  forced  to  pay  for  the  great  temple  dedicated  to  Claudius  which  was  being  built 
there.  The  final  straw  came  with  the  death  of  Prasutagus,  the  client  king  of  the  Iceni  appointed 
by  Claudius.  Heavy  handed  Roman  officials  seized  the  royal  properties  of  the  Iceni,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  resistance  offered  by  his  wife  Boudica,  shameful  acts  against  her  and  her  two 
daughters  were  perpetrated  by  the  soldiers.  The  explosion  of  pent  up  ferocity  of  the  Iceni  and 
their  supporters  led  by  Boudica  resulted  in  the  virtual  destruction  of  Colchester,  London  and 
St.  Albans  in  which,  it  is  said,  some  70,000  Romans  died,  and,  in  the  final  battle  which  may 
perhaps  have  taken  place  at  Mancetter,  near  Atherstone  on  the  Watling  Street,  Boudica  herself. 

Roman  revenge  was  swift  and  terrible.  The  Iceni  were  hunted  into  the  fens,  their  possessions 
and  property  confiscated  and  thousands  died.  This  is  certainly  the  reason  why  so  many  small 
hoards  of  Icenian  coins  are  found,  pathetic  evidence  of  the  need  to  bury  valuables  in  the  path  of 
the  Roman  onslaught.  The  end  of  this  fascinating  tale  still  lies  in  the  ground,  where  charred 
remains  have  been  discovered  in  all  three  towns  which  can  be  dated  to  the  Revolt. 

Coins  continue  to  be  found.  Since  this  book  was  written  a  hoard  which  includes  coins  of 
Verica  and  Caratacus  has  been  unearthed.  Surely  coins  of  King  Prasutagus  should  exist  and, 
possibly,  also  of  Mandubracius,  a  prince  of  the  Trinovantes  at  the  time  of  Caesar’s  visits,  and 
of  Cogidubnus,  a  client  king  of  the  Regni. 

This  facsinating,  readable  and  authoritative  book  should  be  in  the  hands  of  all  those  who 
are  interested  in  early  Romano-British  history  and  Ancient  British  coins. — P.F.P.

Colchester  Roman  Hoard.  A  collection  of  128  Roman  coins  were  declared  not  to  be 
treasure  trove  by  an  eight-man  jury  after  a  lengthy  legal  wrangle  at  a  Colchester  coroner’s 
court.  The  jury  were  twice  sent  out  to  consider  their  verdict  by  Essex  coroner  Dr  Charles  Clark 
during  the  two-hour  inquest  at  Colchester  Town  Hall  yesterday.  The  coins  were  found  by 
workmen  last  August  on  the  site  of  the  extension  to  an  old  people’s  home  at  Balkerne  Gardens, 
Colchester. 

It  was  discovered  that  the  coins  contained  about  three  per  cent  silver — the  rest  was  bronze — 
and  they  were  handed  back  to  the  Essex  coroner’s  office.  At  first  the  eight  man  jury  decided  by 
5-3  majority  that  the  coins  were  not  treasure  trove  but  they  were  told  by  Dr  Clark:  “I  can’t 
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accept  that  majority.  It  must  be  6-2  minimum.  If  not  I  will  have  to  discharge  this  jury  and 
call  another  inquest.”  The  jury  retired  again  and  eventually  came  up  with  a  6-2  verdict  that 
the  coins  were  not  treasure  trove. — Evening  Gazette ,  28 th  April ,  1978. 

Canada  proposes  bullion  coinage.  Canada’s  Minister  of  Supply  and  Services,  Jean- 
Pierre  Goyer,  told  a  roomful  of  Parliament  members  on  April  24  that  the  government  plans 
to  issue  a  $100  gold  “Unity”  coin  in  September.  The  coin  would  represent  an  answer  by  the 
federal  government  to  the  separatist  movement  in  Quebec. 

It  would  be  the  first  in  a  series  of  gold  coins,  each  with  its  own  theme,  to  be  issued  in 
Canada,  if  a  bill  introduced  earlier  in  April  is  passed.  This  bill  would  authorize  the  Cabinet 
to  decide  to  issue  gold  coins  of  different  denominations,  and  would  also  remove  the  requirement 
that  the  value  of  the  gold  in  the  coin  be  equal  to  the  amount  that  appears  as  the  denomination 
of  the  coin.  The  bill  would  also  authorize  the  Cabinet  to  specify  the  maximum  number  of 
gold  coins  that  may  be  struck  in  a  given  year. 

Progressive  Conservative  finance  critic  Sinclair  Stevens  referred  to  Goyer’s  announcement 
as  “the  daftest  idea  I’ve  heard  in  a  long  time.” — Coin  World ,  10 th  May ,  1978.

FREDERICK  J.  JEFFERY 

With  deep  regret  we  have  to  announce  the  sudden  death  of  F.  J.  Jeffery.  ‘Fred,  or  ‘Uncle 
Fred’,  as  he  was  universally  and  affectionately  known,  was  one  of  Englands  most  well  known 
and  colourful  dealers.  He  began  his  business  in  Melksham,  Wilts,  in  1932,  and  will  be  remem- 
berd  by  his  friends  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  for  his  keen  interest  in  Maundy  coins,  and 
his  passion  for  enamelled  coins. 

He  was  a  frequent  speaker  at  coin  club  meetings  and  devoted  a  lot  of  his  time  to  helping 
young  collectors.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Dorothy  and  son  Richard,  who  will  continue  the 
business.

99  YEARS  ON:  ZULULAND  REVISITED 


By  Stephen  Benson 

About  a  year  ago  in  some  trepidation  I  lifted  the  receiver  at  9  a.m.  on  a  Monday 
morning  to  dial  through  to  Seaby’s  medal  department.  Two  minutes  later  the  die 
was  cast  and  I  had  made  my  purchase.  With  date  bar  1877-8-9  and  impressed  to  a 
soldier  of  the  24th  Regiment,  it  was  the  South  African  Medal,  better  known  as  that 
awarded  for  the  Zulu  campaign.  As  all  devotees  of  Victoria’s  Little  Wars  will  know, 
the  day  which  shook  to  the  roots  the  complacency  of  British  society,  high  and  low, 
was  22nd  January  1879.  As  the  news  trickled  back,  horror  and  disbelief  gave  way  to 
cries  of  indignation  and  a  rising  clamour  for  heads  to  roll.  Indeed  Disraeli’s  ministry 
collapsed  soon  afterwards.  Incredibly,  a  sophisticated  well-equipped  modern  army 
whose  ranks  included  at  least  one  holder  of  the  Victoria  Cross  and  a  host  of  veterans 


of  many  an  Indian  and  African  campaign,  had  been  annihilated  in  the  shadow  of  a£ 
rocky  outcrop  somewhere  in  Africa  by  a  horde  of  savages  armed  only  with  spears™ 


and  clubs.  Six  full  companies  of  the  24th  Regiment  had  died  almost  to  a  man;  only 
three  had  survived  by  lucky  chance  of  being  attached  to  a  rocket  battery  overwhelmed 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  engagement — three  survivors  out  of  602  officers  and  men. 
For  those  who  did  not  fall  here,  began  a  nightmare  ride  or  race  for  life  as  the  Zulus 
cut  off  their  lines  of  direct  escape  and  pursued  them  at  an  easy,  loping  trot,  stabbing 
and  slashing  at  horses  and  terrified  fugitives.  Of  the  1,800  foot  soldiers,  cavalry, 
native  levies,  transport  drivers,  European  and  native  alike,  barely  350  survived.  It 
was  the  worst  catastrophe  since  the  lone  horseman,  Dr.  Brydon,  tottered  into  Jellala- 
bad,  apparently  the  sole  survivor  of  the  garrison  of  Cabul,  38  years  previously.  News 
also  came  through  of  the  exploits  of  the  small  detachment  at  the  Swedish  Mission 
Station  at  Rorke’s  Drift.  At  the  time  it  was  but  poor  compensation  for  the  humiliation 
of  Isandhlwana,  that  strangely  shaped  kopje  sinister ly  reminiscent  of  the  sphinx  on 
the  cap  badge  of  the  24th  Regiment,  and  unpronounceable  to  military  cartographers 
of  the  day. 

The  medal  I  had  purchased  proved  to  be  of  greater  poignance  than  I  had  imagined 
for  despite  the  rank  of  “Pte”  on  the  rim,  further  research  at  the  Regimental  Museum 
of  the  South  Wales  Borderers  at  Brecon  showed  that  the  soldier  was  only  a  boy,  a 
band  boy  of  the  Second  Battalion.  The  Regimental  Records  showed  that  he  was  not 
a  drummer,  who  was  paid  the  princely  sum  of  1  /Id.  a  day  but  a  lesser  mortal  who 
received  only  a  shilling.  There  were  at  least  half  a  dozen  boys  aged  between  1 1  and  15 
who  shared  his  fate.  And  it  was  not  a  pleasant  one.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  Zulus  to 
rip  open  the  stomachs  of  their  victims  in  order  to  release  the  spirits  of  the  dead  which® 
would  otherwise  remain  to  torment  their  slayers.  This  seeming  barbarity  causea 
revulsion  and  anger  amongst  those  British  soldiers  (many  of  them  Welsh)  who  re¬ 
turned  to  the  camp  with  the  commander,  Lord  Chelmsford,  from  a  reconnaissance 
in  force,  too  late  to  help  their  comrades.  “Even  the  little  boys  that  we  had  in  the 
band,”  wrote  Private  William  Meredith  of  Monmouthshire,  “they  were  hung  up  on 
hooks  and  opened  like  sheep”. 

On  22nd  January,  1978,  I  stood  on  the  spot  where  Bandboy  Gordon  must  have 
died,  on  the  “saddle”  beneath  Isandhlwana  where  the  great  waggons  had  been 
parked  and  where,  feverishly,  in  the  closing  fateful  moments  of  the  battle,  soldiers 
civilians,  natives  and  perhaps  young  Gordon  himself,  hacked  and  ripped  with  their, 
bayonets  and  bare  hands  to  open  the  banded  and  screwed  down  ammunition  boxes 
deaf  to  the  plaintive  cries  of  the  Quartermasters,  red-taped  to  the  last,  who  were  more 
concerned  even  in  extremis  with  accounting  to  the  commissariat  than  with  supplying 
screw-drivers. 
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It  was  a  glorious  summer  day,  hot  and  fresh  after  the  recent  heavy  rains;  the 
weather  was  uncannily  similar  to  that  of  the  identical  day  99  years  before.  Little  had 
changed.  There  are  a  few  scattered  monuments  and  a  rather  ugly  shelter  for  the  little 
display  cases  of  relics  from  the  battlefield  and  a  useful  diorama  showing  the  dispositions 
of  the  two  armies.  Towering  above  is  the  extraordinary  hill  itself  the  name  meaning, 
variously,  the  “little  hand”  or  the  “place  of  the  stomach  of  the  ox”  but  resembling 
to  me  a  crouching  lion.  Contemporary  photographs  pick  out  the  boulders  of  sand¬ 
stone,  the  grassy  tufts,  the  little  thorn  bushes,  the  aloes  and  even  the  white-washed 
cairns  under  which  the  bodies  of  Zulu  and  British  alike  were  buried,  or  rather  their 
skeletons  since  there  was  no  attempt  to  revisit  the  battlefield  until  21st  May  by  which 
time,  the  sun,  and  scavengers,  animal,  bird  and  insect  alike  had  left  little  by  which 
to  identify  the  dead  except  tattered  remnants  of  uniform,  discs  around  necks  and  the 
pathetic  desolation  of  letters,  photographs,  watches,  diaries,  books  and  playing  cards 
so  graphically  described  by  Archibald  Forbes  of  the  “Daily  News”.  A  short  service 
,of  memorial  was  held  in  the  open  with  a  guard  of  honour  consisting  of  veterans  of 
the  Second  World  War,  Members  of  the  Order  of  Tin  Hats.  Perhaps  the  most  signifi¬ 
cant  moment  was  the  laying  of  a  wreath  to  the  Zulu  dead  by  the  local  Magistrate  for 
the  Nqutu  district,  himself  an  African.  It  was,  I  was  told,  the  first  time  that  such  a 
gesture  had  been  made.  And  then  the  little  party,  just  30  or  so,  broke  up  and  departed. 
I  climbed  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  a  short  but  steep  and  breathless  journey;  there  seemed 
to  be  but  one  reasonably  easy  route  without  a  considerable  feat  of  rock  climbing. 
From  the  summit,  some  300  feet  above  the  saddle  where  the  main  action  took  place, 
one  could  see  the  whole  terrain ;  the  plateau  with  its  hidden  ravine  from  which  the 
Zulu  regiments  poured  when  finally  discovered  by  Shepstone’s  Horse,  the  valley, 
then  covered  in  grass  about  three  feet  high  but  now  heavily  cropped  by  goats  and 
cattle,  up  which  the  Zulus  attacked,  the  line  of  cairns  marking  the  places  where  the 
British  infantry  were  overwhelmed  with  hardly  time  to  fix  bayonets  in  the  Zulus’ 
final  charge,  the  donga  where  Colonel  Durnford’s  Horse  held  up  the  attack  for  a 
while,  just  below  me  the  site  of  Captain  Younghusband’s  final  stand,  and  away  to  the 
south  the  straggling  line  of  cairns  marking  the  graves  of  those  who  failed  in  their 
headlong  flight  to  the  Buffalo  river  and  the  safety  of  the  Natal  bank. 

It  took  two  attempts  to  follow  the  route  to  Fugitives  Drift.  The  crossing  is  several 
miles  down  river  from  Rorke’s  Drift  and  the  terrain  is  terrifying.  Apart  from  the 
rough,  stone-  and  boulder-strewn  ground  which  slopes  down  to  a  little  spruit  or 
stream  and  then  steeply  up  and  over  another  thickly  wooded  hill  to  the  Buffalo,  there 
are  thorn  bushes,  aloes,  marshy  stretches,  and  abrupt  chasms,  dongas  and  ravines  20 
feet  deep  to  encounter.  Small  wonder  that  Major  Smith’s  gallant  attempt  to  save  the 
guns  ended  in  disaster.  And  as  the  distance  from  the  saddle  to  the  river  must  be  all 
of  five  to  seven  miles  including  detours  and  contours,  it  is  not  surprising  that  many 
failed  to  reach  its  banks,  harrassed  as  they  were  all  the  way  by  nimble  and  disciplined 
warriors  determined  to  “wash  their  spears”.  The  river  was  in  full  flood  on  the  day 
of  my  visit,  a  full  50  metres  across  with  strong-  cross-currents.  The  swim  was  not  a 
pleasant  experience  even  for  one  who  had  not  fought  a  battle  and  ridden  a  terrifying 
race  with  death  with  half  the  Zulu  nation  seemingly  leaping  from  boulder  to  boulder 
in  pursuit  and  who  had  brought  his  bathing  costume!  Even  less  pleasant  was  the 
knowldege  that  this  fugitive  had  to  make  a  return  trip.  The  pull  of  the  current  made 
it  easy  to  understand  how  Lt.  Melvill’s  brave  attempt  to  save  the  colours,  still  attached 
to  their  heavy  and  cumbersome  staff,  ended  in  the  precious  emblem  being  washed 
away  and  in  the  death  of  the  gallant  officer  and  his  equally  intrepid  companion,  Lt. 
Coghill.  They  struggled  to  the  bank  and,  exhausted  as  they  were,  struggled  up  the 
steep  hill  on  the  Natal  side  to  within  30  feet  of  possible  safety.  There  they  died  and 
their  white-stone  monument,  a  new  one  this  as  the  original  was  vandalised  three 
years  ago,  can  be  seen  from  the  Zulu  bank.  It  was  the  sort  of  deed,  failure  though  it 
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was,  that  thrilled  the  hearts  of  budding  Victorian  subalterns  dreaming  of  glory  as 
they  played  with  lead  soldiers  on  the  nursery  carpet. 

A  few  miles  up-river,  at  that  stage  all  unknowing,  the  bored  and  neglected 
garrison  of  Rorke’s  Drift  with  their  passed-over  company  commander,  Lt.  Bromhead, 
and  the  equally  neglected  Lieutenant  of  Engineers,  John  Chard,  looking  after  the 
pontoon  bridge  and  one  solitary  sapper,  ate  their  lunch  and  listened  to  the  distant 
gun-fire  with  envy.  It  was  galling  to  miss  the  action  again.  An  hour  later  they  would 
have  no  time  or  inclination  to  brood.  From  the  top  of  the  Oscarberg  hill  (or  Shiyane, 
‘the  Eyebrow’,  as  it  is  now  called)  overlooking  the  mission  station,  the  whole  action 
unfolds.  Away  in  the  distance  is  Isandhlwana  and  the  saddle.  With  glasses  one  can 
make  out  the  trail  of  white  cairns  stumbling  away  towards  the  Buffalo.  As  the  river 
bends  and  sweeps  round  towards  Rorke’s  Drift,  appears  the  easier  crossing  used  by 
the  regiments  of  Dabulamanzi,  brother  of  King  Cetshawayo,  who,  with  spears  still 
unwashed,  linked  arms  and  shields  to  ford  the  river  like  a  monstrous  black  water- 
snake.  Then  the  eye  swings  back  to  where  the  defenders  feverishly  built  their  flimsy® 
barricades  of  mealie  bags  and  biscuit  boxes  and  grabbed  their  rifles  as  the  cry  came 
from  high  above  them  from  where  I  stood,  “Here  they  come,  black  as  hell  and  thick 
as  grass!”  A  stone  dwelling  stands  now  on  the  site  of  the  hospital  burnt  down  in  the 
fighting  and  on  the  site  of  the  store  house  there  stands  a  chapel  built  in  1882  where 
Africans  working  at  the  Mission  sang  an  unaccompanied  and  melodic  psalm  as  I 
surveyed  the  scene  of  the  battle,  with  particular  landmarks,  the  mealie  bag  redoubt, 
the  cattle  kraal,  marked  out  carefully  by  lines  of  red  bricks.  There  is  a  small  monu¬ 
ment  to  the  British  dead  (and  a  separate  one  to  an  unfortunate  dragoon  drowned  five 
years  later)  and  I  was  told  of  an  unmarked  stone  at  the  back  of  the  native  craft  shop, 
a  mute  memorial  to  the  Zulus  who  died.  Otherwise  if  the  new  buildings,  the  school- 
house  and  mission  accommodation,  and  some  fences  and  maize  fields  are  discounted, 
things  are  much  the  same  as  they  must  have  been  on  the  summer  afternoon  when  the 
impi  surged  into  view  round  the  Oscarberg  terraces.  Somehow  there  is  not  such 
atmosphere  here  as  there  is  at  Isandhlwana.  Yet  the  mind  wonders  at  the  heroic 
deeds,  the  human  terror,  the  sheer  drama  of  that  day. 

Frank  Emery  describes  Isandhlwana  as  a  ‘chilling’  place.  It  is.  But  it  is  more.  It  is 
an  unspoilt  battlefield  from  which  one  can  still  pick  up,  or  buy  from  little  herd  boys, 
authentic  (as  well  as  endearingly  fraudulent)  mementoes  of  the  battle.  I  came  away 
with  a  piece  of  thick,  coarse  glass  from  one  of  the  green  issue  beer  bottles  looted  by 
the  victorious  Zulus  and  the  round  bullet  of  an  old  muzzle-loader  probably  traded 
for  skins  or  cattle.  Martini-Henry  cartridge  cases  and  badges  and  buckles  still  come 


Ulundi,  the  final  engagement  which  marked  the  end  of  Shaka’s  mighty  war-machine 
and  the  beginning  of  the  tragic  decay  of  the  Zulu  nation ;  the  rather  beautiful  monu¬ 
ment  to  the  Prince  Imperial,  whose  brave,  futile  and  unnecessary  death  ended  the 
dream  of  a  Bonapartist  restoration  in  France,  not  wholly  impractical  in  the  political 
climate  of  1879;  the  field  of  Kambula,  revenge  for  the  reverse  at  Hlobane  mountain 
where  Buller  won  his  V.C.  And  everywhere  there  are  the  clusters  of  huts,  the  little 
kraals,  some  still  of  traditional  beehive  construction,  which  are  the  lasting  relics  of  a 
way  of  life  which  continues  despite  the  political  tensions  and  the  lures  of  industrial 
cities  which  are  still  chipping  away  at  the  proud  and  patriarchal  society  of  the  Zulu 
people.  Next  year  falls  the  centenary.  There  will  be  plenty  of  interest  (and  plenty  of 
charter  flights  no  doubt).  All  fanatics  and  perhaps  many  of  those  just  curious  would 
find  the  trip  unforgettable.  And  perhaps  if  enough  people  go  to  pay  their  tribute  to 
the  dead,  there  may  emerge  more  help  for  and  understanding  of  the  people  of  that 
land.  The  Church  of  St.  Vincent  stands  apart,  no  distance  from  Isandhlwana.  It  is  a

little  dilapidated  and  rarely  visited,  yet  it  symbolises  one  really  positive  result  of  the 
Zulu  War.  It  was  built,  and  a  mission  and  schoolhouse  too,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Zulus  in  that  area  soon  after  the  battle.  And  the  money  was  raised  by  the  families,  like 
that  of  Bandboy  Gordon,  perhaps,  of  those  who  died  barely  a  spear’s  throw  away.
